As our service began with the Fall term, we can speak only 
of the last two terms of the curreut schvol year. The schools 
lett by our predecessor,—and we can pay him no better compli- 
- iment than by saying it,—were found to be in excellent working 
condition. We labor with pupils who have apparently been 

treated as pussessors of intellect to be developed, rather than 

capacity to be filled. | 
The work of the past two terms has been very pleasant, and, 
_ we trust, profitable. We can ask for no better treatment than that 
- we have received at the hands of both the children aud their 
parents, although our opportunities for becoming acquainted with 


,-” . 
the latter have been more meagre than we wish they had been. 
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The schools were in session ten weeks duriug the Fall term owe 
and twelve weeks during the Winter term. We believe that 
twelve weeks for each term would be none too long a time in 
which to accomplish the work laid down in our course of study. 
Longer terms would mean shorter vacations, and long vacations Ka! 
do not have a too healthful influence on school work. | 

Our attendance has been good in all the departments, The — 
per cent. attendance duriug the Winter term was lower than during S 
the Fall term, owing to the severe weather, bat prob bly it will be 
the lowest of the year. 

The building is in fairly good condition, but too small to 5 
accommodate the school. More room is ueeded. Every seat in 
the High School room has been oeeupied and more have been ia 
brought in to provide for the eighty students in attendance, which 
crowds us beyoud our comtort or convenience. | ata 

The system of heatiug by wood fires is not adequate. On — 
the very coldest days the janitor was unable to warm the rooms ~ 
properly. A system of heating by furuaces in the cellar would — 
provide for the comfort of pupils and teachers tar better besides: 
giving us the benefit of the large amount of space now necessarily 
oecupied by the stoves. It seems also the building could be 
heated by furnaces more economically thau by the present method, = 
avoiding the lugging of fuel up stairs, aud the dust and dirt of a 
stove, and probably affording a chance for better ventilation. ant) 

The work laid out in the course of study has beea adhered to A 
with the exception of adding a class in Greek, and a change in ~ aye 
the Rhetorical work which was done upon the consent aud ad- 
vice of the School Board. 


We should suggest the addition of more general language ~ _ 


work tothe course of study. This work begins, at present, with 
the first year in the First Intermediate school, aud continues dur- ne 
ing the Grammar school course, but systematic training iu English 3 
should be a feature of all the schools. Pupils who have had no ~~ ‘ 
previous language training are not prepared to undertake in a oe 
satisfactory way the subject of technical grammar. Again, our eh Be 


pupils of the High schovl, who have had no training in compdosi- 
tiou, do uot get the benefit of their course iu Rhetoric, which, 


instead of being 


taken up during the first year in the High school, — 
- . J ’, 
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should be reserved till later in the course. The deficiency in general 
_ English training is felt in our High school, particularly at the 
_ beginning of the work in Latin, French or Greek. There ix xo 
much that might be accomplished by work in this line, which is 
as good a training as our schools can give, that we feel some 
changes are needed in our course of study to meet this deficiency 
and remedy it. Se 
_ - We should also suggest the addition of music and drawing to 
the curriculum. 
An abundance of works of reference would greatly enhance 
the value of our school library. 
Inasmuch as the assiguments for graduation are to be made 
according to rank, all standings given should be recorded from 
~ term tu term, in a book prepared especially for that purpose, and 
be kept as a part of the permanent records of the school. 

_ We desire to express our appreciation of the interest taken in 
the schools by the members of the School Board, and trust that 
they, as well as the patrons of the school, may find time to en- 

~ courage teachers and pupils by frequent calls on us at our work.
